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The Problem of ‘‘Order-Direct’’ Business 


A Symposium and Two Announcements 


HOW DOES THE ORDER-DIRECT SYSTEM AFFECT RETAILERS? 
BooKsELLERS ANSWER QUESTIONS OF AUGUST 15 Publishers’ Weekly 


Question 1. Is the order-direct system necessary to your book service? 

Typical answers: 

All say “Yes”; some, “Very decidedly”; another, “It is an obligation we have 
undertaken and cannot withdraw from.” 


Question 2. Can part of these orders be handled other ways? 
Typical answers: 
“No, as everything else is usually done before dispatching such an order.” 
“We use the order-direct system only when every other means to give prompt 
service is exhausted.” 
“Yes, by not supplying as good service to customers.” 
“The only other way is direct to us and then again to the customer.” 


Question 3. How extensively do you use the system? 

Typical answers: 

“Frequently.” 

“Negligible compared to total sales.” 

“Not extensively at all as we always prefer to have orders shipped to us.’ 

“About 1 in 40 of the orders that go out at night.” 

“Not very much.” 

“About 2 or 3 orders per day, usually enclosed with our orders for stock, but 
on other slips.” ~ 


Question 4. What type of orders are thus handled? 

Typical answers: 

“Generally such orders include books sent by parents to students going to east- 
ern schools and are of the supplementary text-book type.” 

“Rush orders where time can be saved.” 

“Orders sent to an out-of-town customer from an out-of-town publisher, thus 
saving time for the customer.” 

“Rush orders to boats sailing from New York.” 

“Orders received from a distance by mail for books not in stock, where the 


books sent! to. our. store and remailed ‘would make -a delivery that would require 


apology.” © oes Me = . 
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“We prefer to sell books we have in stock, but often the promise of prompt 
delivery is the only thing that will close an order for a book demanded.” 
“Orders from people on a vacation, where part of the books only are in stock.” 


Question 5. Where do these orders originate and who decides the method of 
handling? 

Typical answers: 

“Usually the salesman who promises prompt service in closing the order.” 

“Very often the mail-order department which decides how the book can be 
most promptly delivered if not in stock.” 

“The customer sometimes dictates this plan of handling, judging that time will 
be saved by having the book go direct from the publisher.” 

“Final decision is in charge of the manager who looks over all orders before 
they are written up.” 


Question 6. Have you a regular form for such orders? 
Typical answers: © 
The majority replying say, “Yes”; some use letterhead and enclose directed tag. 


Question 7. Have you any suggestions for improved practice? 
Typical answers: 


“Tf any bookseller does not have a regular form with an attached package label, 
we suggest he should supply himself with such in an easily used form.” 

“Salesmen are sometimes too eager to promise prompt delivery and make the 
promise before they have found out whether it is necessary. The same is true with 
having books come on by mail instead of by enclosure and freight.” 

“We believe the management sometimes gets careless in reviewing the orders 
that go out at night, and would make some changes in the orders after a careful 
review.” 

“If the store would systematize its method of reporting when last copies were 
sold of books in common demand, there would be less need of ordering direct in 
order to close an order. This careful checking up would eliminate more order- 
directs than any other one thing. metim is_is S r i r 
too long awaiting travelers’ coming. It would be better for all hands to have books 
ordered in as the stock is exhausted rather than to wait for travelers’ check-up.” 

“No small transaction of this kind is profitable to the bookseller except to help 
him build his business and attract more customers. Only the enterprising book- 
seller takes such orders, and probably hundreds of book sales are lost because others 
do not work out the system and close sales for customers who are hesitant.” 

“Every department of the bookstore ought to be rechecked once in a while to 
improve its efficiency.” 

“No bookseller should abandon this plan, as, if the customer waited for the 
book to reach the store and then be reforwarded, it would cause annoyance and 
less book buying.” 

“We send out from two to three thousand special orders a year and find the 
expense heavy and profits light in this type of business. But “specials” are an im- 
portant item to be reckoned with in building up the book business which cannot be 
overlooked, if a book business is to grow.” 

“It goes without the saying that most of such orders are for books we cannot 
afford to carry in stock, so before taking the order we explain that carriage charges 





will be added to the price of the book. The customer is saved only the time and 


bother of ordering himself, the cost is exactly the same to him.” 
“We often mail books for our customers to their friends or relatives. Why 
shouldn’t a publisher do it, within reason for his customers? Why does it cost a 


publisher more to send one book direct to a customer than the same book direct to 
a dealer?” 
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Booksellers Ask Trade to Study Problem 


Letter goes to members of the American Booksellers’ Association 


American Booksellers’ Association, 
September 10, 1925. 
To Members of the American Booksellers’ 
Association from the Board of Trade 
of the American Booksellers’ Associa- 
tion. 


"THE Board of Trade of the American 

Booksellers’ Association recommends to 
the members of the Association ‘and other 
booksellers that a careful survey be made 
of your special order departments to arrive 
at intelligent answers to the following 
questions: 

1. What percentage ot your monthly 
sales are special orders? 


2. What part of your special orders 
are mailed direct to the customers from the 
publishers ? 


3. Does the percentage of such sales 
and the actual list of books included in 
such special orders indicate that you are 
picking up on special order many items 
which should be regularly carried in stock? 

4. Can you so reorganize your special 
order department that its operation will 
not impose an unnecessarily heavy burden 
on you or the publisher ? 

5. What does your special order de- 
partment net you in sales and what charges 
can you properly make to it, including car- 


riage from publisher to bookseller and de- 
livery to customer? 


6. Is the special order department 
profitable on the basis of such cost spread? 

On the basis of true cost spread we are 
persuaded that this business cannot be 
profitable on the basis of the individual 
transactions, and we are equally per- 
suaded that the publisher cannot handle it 
at a profit on the basis of the individual 
transactions. ‘There should be some: mid- 
dle ground where neither bookseller nor 
publisher shares an undue portion of the 
burden. 

The Board of Trade is of the opinion 
that publishers should grant regular dis- 
counts on such special orders but that the 
bookseller should do everything possible— 
always consistent with good service to the 
customer and a healthy rate of turn-over— 
to minimize any excessive burden either on 
the publisher or himself. Care in such 
matters based on the above survey will 
eliminate unnecessary and excessive losses 
in this department of your business.

A Publisher’s Analysis of Order-Direct Business 
D. Appleton &F Co. send a letter to the trade 


September 1, 1925. 
To the Book-Trade: 

For several years there has been a notice- 
able increase in the number of orders re- 
ceived by this company for single copies of 
books to be sent to booksellers’ customers 
direct, or to booksellers themselves, but 
the largest percentage of this individual or- 
der business has been for shipment to the 
booksellers’ customers. 

This class of business became such a bur- 
den that we determined to analyze it to see 
if- a remedy could be found that would 
if a remedy could be found that would bene- 
fit both the bookseller and the publisher, for 
on every order of the kind that we filled 


at the regular trade discount there was a 
distinct loss to us. Finally we decided that, 
as the booksellers think principally in terms 
of discount in dealing with publishers, we 
would temporarily change our discount on 
this class of business to twenty-five per 
cent, believing that it would elicit com- 
plaints from individual booksellers as well 
as from the Booksellers’ Association, which 


could not be accomplished by direct appeal 


only. 

Our opinion was confirmed, for as soon 
as the change in discount was made we 
began to receive letters from booksellers 
all over the country and also a protest came 
from the Booksellers’ Association thru 
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their Board of Trade as well as their 
President. 

We informed the Association of the find- 
ings of our investigation and stated that if 
they would agree to send a notice to their 
members suggesting that more care be used 
in sending orders of the kind, as the 
booksellers claimed they too were doing 
such business at a loss, and send in such 
orders only when necessary, we would re- 
turn to the regular discount. The Asso- 
ciation agreed to send a notice of the kind, 
and, consequently, on August I we with- 
drew the shortened discount. 

We understand that on September 1 
there will be included in the Monthly 
Bulletin of the Booksellers’ Association a 
recommendation to their members that a 
careful survey be made of this class of 
business and that it be restricted as much 
as possible, and they have asked us to make 
an announcement that our shortened dis- 
count has been withdrawn, which was done 
on August I. 

It is not reasonable to expect booksellers 
to stock all the titles that are now called 
for in their community, but we believe that 
on special orders they should charge the 
postage to their customers, for if the cus- 
tomer should order direct from the pub- 
lisher the customer would be charged full 
catalog price plus postage. This would 


aid the booksellers materially _i 


pense of handling these special orders, 
which they admit they do not handle at a 
profit. And it would be better for all con- 
cerned if the booksellers instead of ordering 
only one book for stock would hold the 
order until more copies or titles could be 
included in the order, and thus save postage 
and other expenses. 

Now it may be well to go a little into 
detail as to the conditions that have con- 
fronted us. In the first place, every order 
received, whether for one copy or for one 
hundred, goes thru fourteen or more dif- 
ferent operations—from mailing depart- 
ment to credit desk, to sales department, to 
wareroom; in wareroom to stock clerk, to 
packer, to mailing desk, to Post Office; 
shipping ticket to billing clerk; bill made 
in duplicate, one mailed to customer and 
ene sent to accounting department for 
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ledger entry. These different operations 
cannot possibly be carried on for single 
volumes except at a distinct loss to the 
publisher. 

In some instances booksellers were order- 
ing several copies of one title sent under 
individual labels and also copies of the 
same title for their own stock, all coming 
within a week and sometimes in one mail. 
Out of one hundred twenty orders for 
single copies received in one mail, fifty-five 
per cent were accompanied by orders for 
the booksellers’ own shelves. From one 
bookseller we received in one week seven 
orders for one title to go under separate 
labels but no order for stock. In one day 
we received fourteen postal card orders 
from one house for books to be sent to that 
house, instead of all being included in one 
order. This meant a separate transaction, 
so far as we were concerned, for each one 
of the orders. We found that certain 
booksellers made it a practice to send in an 
order for books they had in stock, asking 
that copies be sent to their out-of-town 
customers, instead of sending from their 
own stock, stating they thought they would 
save time; whereas, as a matter of fact, 
they lost time. Other dealers have placed 
several orders for one title, at one time, 
for shipment direct to customers in their 
own town. It would have been cheaper 


_have had_all the— 


books come to their own address and re- 
shipped from there. 

From the above we think you will agree 
that a burden has been placed upon us that 
can be lessened materially if the booksellers 
will give more care to handling orders of 
the kind. And supplementing the action of 
the American Booksellers’ Association we 
are writing to request that you give this 
matter your careful consideration. Business 
that is of no value either to the bookseller 
or publisher should be made to carry itself, 
and as it is necessary for us both to work 
together for mutual benefit we hope you 
will use your efforts to restrict as much as 
possible orders for individual shipment.

N a space thirteen feet wide by 50 deep, 
but 35 feet of which is sales space, M. 
Ruth Kippen has given Portland (Ore 

gon) a new unique and , most attractive 
bookshop, a shop devoted exclusively to 
books. Located at 146 Broadway in the 
center of the smart shopping district, it is 
well and simply named “Down Town 
Book Shop.” 

Of all business places a bookstore per- 
haps most quickly and readily acquires 
character. And the Down Town Book 
Shop tho in existence only since June 
16 of the present year is already unmis- 
takably marked with the characteristic of 
harmony. Even the squat, black and red 
trimmed chandeliers down the center of 
the shop harmonize with the whole, tho 
Miss Kippen says they are to be replaced 
as soon as the exactly right lighting fix- 


+ tures—which she is having made in the 


—arrive, 

sufficiently illuminate the shelves along the 
side walls. One may be sure that the new 
globes will add no jarring note. The rela- 
tively unimportant awning over the front 
is now undergoing its third change, so 
particular is the management to meet the 
shop’s demand for unity and to have every 
detail just as it should be. 

Yet about the Down Town Book Shop 
there is no don’t-disturb-me atmosphere ; to 
the visitor the books are here to be handled, 
to be sampled, to be bought. It is no clois- 
tered, bookish—in the, unfortunately, ac- 
cepted sense of the word—air. In fact, 
from the black red and gold lanterns at 
the door posts, past the red and black edged 
shelves with their scroll tops, to the black 
and red trimmed counter and the little 
steps that mount to the balcony office, the 
tone is one of quiet gaiety. That tone, no 
doubt, is in a large measure responsible for 
the many folks dropping in during these 
first few weeks for children’s books. Al- 


ready Miss Kippen has had to replace 
nearly all the better class juveniles. Fic- 
tion and travel and biography sales, too, 
seem to thrive mightily in such surround- 
ings. : 

The dominant tones of the color scheme 
are red and black with an undertone of 
gold. The furnishings of the shop, aside 
from twisted wrought iron torchieres in 
blue and gold tint with hexagonal gold 
shades, are in dull mahogany and walnut. 
Here and there along the walls in the un- 
shelved spaces are high backed chairs and 
tiny three-cornered end tables on each of 
which one or two books are displayed. 
Three broad and massive tables—the first 
of which is worthy of more detailed men- 
tion—occupying the center length furnish 
the interior display space for the most re- 
cent and important books. 

This first table, close enough to the open 


street, attracts the discriminating passerby. 
It is a Belgium table of gothic design, hand 
made out of coarse grain walnut, treated 
with a penetrating stain and waxed so that 
its surfaces are smooth and solid. No 
metal was used in putting it together, it 
being joined with wooden dowels and 
pegs. 

As stated before, the shop is small; small 
enough that each customer who enters can 
be given personal book service. Even 
while the place was being prepared for 
occupancy this personal book service was 
announced on neat window cards. Miss 
Kippen, not an unknown figure in the 
western book world, knows how to give 
it; knows when to give the customer un- 
divided attention and when to allow him 
to browse about at will, for she has had a 
thoro training in the art of bookselling. 

So far the shop has done no advertising; 
nor does the management expect any of the 
usual sort will be employed. From present

indications it seems that before long the 
sales space of the shop will be taxed to its 
limit without such publicity. But in the 
rental library of up-to-date fiction a 
medium for advertising and selling has been 
found that has already far surpassed expec- 
tations. It is, Miss Kippen states, an al- 
most exact barometer ef sales. That is to 
say, a good day for the library—and its 
earnings are tabulated each evening—is al- 
most invariably a good day for book sales, 
not only of fiction but of all lines. 


Thru past experience Miss Kippen 
had found that the Library Association 
record system required more time and at- 
tention for the keeping of accurate records 
and accounts on books loaned than she felt 
she could devote in the Down Town Book 
Shop to this feature of its service. This 
problem was solved by devising a system 
that has proved to be a success. It is quite 
simple. Each book in the library is num- 
bered and each new user of the service signs 
a registration card which reads:

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These registration cards are numbered 

and from the data on each is filled out an- 
other card bearing a corresponding num- 
ber, the name and the telephone of the 
registrant. Beneath this information the 
card is divided into three ruled and cap- 
tioned columns as follows: 
DATE OUT IN BOOK NO. 
In these columns book rental records are 
kept individually for each patron of the 
library. These record cards are kept in 
two files, one of the cards on which books 
are in circulation and the other of those 
temporarily inactive. 

Not only has this rental library already 
proved a good source of income and served 
as a splendid advertising and sales medium, 
but it is also furnishing the shop with a 
live and accurate list for direct mail ad- 
vertising, which the management expects 
later to employ. Furthermore, a little 
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delving into the record cards yields in a 
few minutes a splendid account of the 
literary tastes of any patron. 

The Down Town Book Shop carries a 
general line of modern books of every char- 
acter as well as many of the older books 
that are in demand. In addition a number 
of fine bindings and limited editions are 
stocked, and the personal book service 
featured by the shop includes the procuring 
of any book requested by a patron. 

Before the advent of the Down Town 
Book Shop Portland already had a number 
of fine book stores, but present indications 
are that the city is finding it to be a con- 
venient and valuable addition. Quite a 
portion of its growing trade, Miss Kippen 
has noticed, come from the transient hotel 
guests in the vicinity. “The shop, thus, is 
doing its share in creating in the tourist 
mind a favorable impression of the city.

**Order-Direct’’ Business 


HE discussion of the system of filling 

orders known as “the order-direct 

plan,” which has received so much 
attention during the summer, should obtain 
some clarification from the three contribu- 
tions printed together in this issue of the 
Publishers’ Weekly. 

After D. Appleton & Company had an- 
nounced in June that the cost of handling 
books by this method had grown so great 
that they were obliged to reduce discounts 
to 25%, and after the protest on this from 

: : : 
Association, the chairman of the Board of 
Trade of the A. B. A., Cedric R. Crowell, 
and J. W. Hiltman, president of D. 
Appleton & Company, had a conference on 
the problem, in which Mr. Hiltman 
pointed out that his chief desire was to 
bring the subject sharply to the attention 
of the trade, and that, if this would bring 
about a resurvey of the order-direct meth- 
od by the booksellers, his company would 
be willing, on cooperative action with the 
A. B. A., to change the discount again to 
the customary rate. It was agreed that 
simultaneous letters would go from D. 
Appleton & Company and from the Amer- 
ican Booksellers’ Association announcing 
the results of this discussion, and these are 
printed herewith. . 

The order-direct method is one by which 
the salesman of the retail store endeavors 
to fill the customer’s order by having the 
books mailed directly from the publisher to 
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the customer, the bill to come to the book- 
store. This custom has been growing for 
a great many years, and most stores have 
systematized the plan so that there is a 
special form and label for this type of 
handling. At the publisher’s end, it re- 
quires special care in handling over and 
above the needs of the stock order, as there 
is a special label to look out for, the extra 
line in the billing and the extra packing. 

A list of questions directed to the book- 
seller on this subjecc was printed in the 
Publishers’ Weekly of August 15th, which 
has brought in a variety of replies, sum- 
marized as follows. ‘The inquiries to pub- 
lishers printed at the same time have 
brought in no contributions on the subject. 


Packing Up for School

Thus begins an editorial on a prominent 
page in Marshall Field’s beautiful promo- 
tion organ, Fashions of the Hour, in the 
number that goes out in September as the 
schools are opening. This is a good direc- 
tion of promotion for any bookstore, and, 
by national emphasis on the point, a real 
“You’ve been adventuring together so 
many times—golden hours of discovery— 
and now you are off to more new things— 
fascinating books, which you will want to 
buy, among them. : 

“But why not slip a few new copies of 
your best friends among the family books— 
bought particularly for you to own and 
carry with you—into the trunk among the 
clothes that you and Mother think are go- 
ing to be just about right for campus wear? 
Can you bear not to have one or two vol- 
umes of Stevenson, or Shelley’s poems that 
you loved before you understood? There 
will be days when Latin is stuffy—but if 
you can pick up Stalky for a chuckle over 
‘mute gods weeping in a cave,’ Cicero and 
tomorrow’s preparation will be easier. 
Math is unbearable frequently but if you 
take with you your favorite Quality Street 
there will be sympathy in Miss Phoebe’s 
‘x plus y equals z plus y . . . and all the

time you are saying they are equal you 
feel in your heart why should they be.’ 
Moreover, there is real pride in looking up 
a required reference in one of your own 
books. 

“There, then, will be the ‘library of your 
own,’ which professors will urge you to 
start, all begun—a library of dear 
familiarity, comfortingly colored with the 
atmosphere of home.” 

The editorial is accompanied by brief 
lists of books: ‘““For Hours of Relaxation,” 
“A Handy Reference Shelf for the ‘Hour 
of Need,’” and “For Those Who Will 
Major in Art.” 


What the People Will Buy 


HE dealers of books thru retail chan- 

nels can always get food for thought 

by watching the advertising pages of 
the magazines, particularly those which 
specialize in mail-order campaigns. The 
firms back of these enterprises have a good 
deal of money at stake in their advertising 
expenditures and have to weigh carefully 
the tendencies in reading interest, in order 
that these investments may bring in a 
profitable percentage of return. The new 
magazine, The Golden Book, has become 
a medium for such campaigns, and the cur- 
rent study of its pages indicates the follow- 
ing lines of promotion: 

Two firms are promoting the sale of 
Shakespeare in one volume. Apparently 
these campaigns have been successful as 
they have been going on for many months. 
De Maupassant’s short stories are being 
offered in the same one volume form, and 
“The Autobiography of Benvenuto Cellini” 
is now being promoted in this style. All 
of these advertisements are likely to be 
reflected in bookstore demands. 

A new enterprise is that of selling “Gil 
Blas” in three volumes, an old classic that 
hitherto has not been considered as a pos- 
sible feature of such campaigns. 

For popular reading there is offered Kip- 
ng in 26 volumes, Irvin S$. Cobb in 12 
volumes, Zane Grey in 12 volumes, and 
Morgan Robertson in 8 volumes. Strangely 
enough, Morgan Robertson has several 
times been successful as a mail-order au- 
thor, tho never particularly successful in 
trade selling. 

The new campaign on Well’s “Outline” 








shows that the Dayton trial has brought 
forward new possibilities of sale in this 
field. This seems to be a book like Rid- 
path’s “History of the United States’ that 
would stand years of selling. 


New Book Week Poster 


LACK and white reproductions on 

page 807 can give only an inade- 

quate idea of the effectiveness and 
beauty of the new Book Week poster 
which is now being printed by the National 
Association of Book Publishers for nation 
wide distribution. It is altogether one of 
the most successful posters the movement 
has ever had and a worthy successor to the 
two famous ones by Jessie Willcox Smith 
which carried publicity for children’s 
books thru the first years. Jon Brubaker, 
the artist, has a wide reputation for his 
work has caught the spirit of Children’s 
Book Week in an inimitable way. There 
will be post cards in color as well as the 
poster. 


The Bookman’s Children’s Essay

FEANHE Bookman is conducting as usual 
this year its “Children’s Essay Con- 
test.”

To the American Booksellers’ Association, 
New York. 

W* have resumed our column (or 
more) of “Bookstall Gossip.” It will 

appear Mondays and Thursdays and will 

be written by Dorothy F. Gilman who has 

been writing for us for the past sixteen 

years. 

This feature will be in addition to our 
W ednesday and Saturday book pages. We 
will, therefore, publish something about 
books on four days of the week, viz: Mon- 
day, Wednesday, Thursday and Saturday. 
You will thus note that we will continue 
to be the “Book” paper of New England. 

The business outlook for New England 
seems quite favorable and books are bound 
to share in the increase. We will en- 
deavor to cooperate with the book-trade to 
help sell more books.” 

A great deal has been said on the sub- 
ject of convincing newspapers thruout 
the country of the advisability of establish- 
ing book pages, or, at least, columns. The 
letter printed above was written by one of 
the best of the New England newspapers, 
the Boston Evening . Transcript. ‘They 
evidently consi i 
interest to their readers—great interest 
probably because newspapers do not devote 
“Shite space” to uninteresting topics. And 
it is. This is not the only daily that uses 
book news by any manner of means. Prac- 
tically all of the newspapers in the larger 
cities give books quite a bit of space. Are 
those in your town doing so? If not, why 
not ask them to. If necessary edit the 
column yourself. You can do it. There 
are very few booksellers who are not able 
to review a book. And, in addition, you 
are constantly receiving “book gossip” from 
the publishers and their travelers and from 
trade journals. The book review keeps the 
public interested in books and often sells 
them. We cannot have too many good 
book columns. 


WE have just received the “Brief on be- 
: half of the National Association of 
Book Publishers” submitted to “the special- 


Congressional Committee to Investigate 
and Recommend Permanent Post Rates” by 
the Association’s counsel. It calls attention 
to the fact that because of the present 
postal rate on books the government is 
penalizing not only the book-trade, but the 
public and itself. 

It is shown that as books are a great 
educational force (in fact a great many of 
the publishers print text-books) everything 
ought to be done to make it less difficult to 
distribute them. Practically all books are 
mailed at one time or another, if not from 
publisher to bookseller or bookseller to 
patron, from one person to another (as 
presents) and, by establishing a high postal — 
rate the government automatically reduces 
the number of books mailed, and of course, 
read. The fact that books are discrimi- 
nated against in this country is clearly 
shown by comparing the book rate with 
that allowed to magazines. It is also 
shown that it is less expensive to mail a 
book from New York to Yokohama than 
from New York to San Francisco because 
of the International Postal Union rates. 
These rates were evidently fixed with re- 


ulness—-of—books—and-the—— 


need for complete distribution. It is to be 
hoped that the Congressional Committee 
will weigh the facts carefully. If they do, 
we will probably have a revision of the 
present book rates. 


WE begin to have “Autumn fever” 
which, unlike Spring fever urges us to 
do more work—the latter malady having 
the opposite effect. We notice, too, that 
our members are returning from their va- 
cations, sunburned, no doubt, and ready 
to work. May we therefore call the atten- 
tion of the book-trade in general and our 
members in particular to the fact that the 
Telegraphic Delivery Service will start on 
October 1 and that our publicity has been 
prepared and will go out shortly? 

Have you done all you should to help 
promote our first, publicity drive? We 
want your cooperation (there’s that word 
again, but anyway we want it). F. W. M. 
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Profitable Book-Merchandising

IV 
Advertising 


N book retailing there is one command- 

ment that covers the entire field of 

business activity—Play the appeal of 
the moment. Especially is this the criterion 
of advertising, which is nothing but sales 
talk directed at a group of possible cus- 
tomers. Consequently, aside from the 
stores periodic book sales, what to adver- 
tise is largely predetermined: the best sell- 
ing fiction; seasonal books; religious books 
for: Easter and business books for fall; 
books presented to some trade or profession 
by the publisher thru ads in the trade 
organ. The advertising problem concerns 
itself with the how; with various types and 
means of advertising; with the relative 
effectiveness of these different methods. 

The first means is the newspapers. Such 
ads should be based on the store’s sales rec- 
ords; upon a comparison of the store’s 
sales and the publishers’ advertising cam- 
paigns; and with an eye to the reviews that 
are to appear in that issue of the paper. In 
advertising popular books, the probability 
is that the reader will have heard the book 
mentioned by someone who has recently 
read it. In alliance with publishers the 
same rule holds true: the two ads on the 
same page are double emphasis. And, when 
a good review is carried, the merits of the 
book are determined, and the store’s ad in- 
forms the readers where it may be had. 
The power of this duplicate advertising 
is the cumulative power of repetition. 

But the best of all advertising is word- 
of-mouth comment. ‘The book people are 
talking about—whether the opinion is that 
the book is good or bad—is what sells. 
Witness “Main Street,” which most per- 
sons read because they disagreed with it, 
and like women taking a “good cry,” used 
it°as emotional vent..Hew can talk. be 
stimulated? 2-Naturally; thecgreaters num- 


ber of readers, ‘the greater the volume ‘of: > 


talk. But there are ways the bookseller 





can wedge into this circle and increase its 
circumference to his own advantage. He 
can maintain a literary bureau consisting 
of a file of the reviews appearing in the 
literary weeklies and by prominent men. 
The accessibility of this material will draw 
club-members and stimulate those who are 
to give reviews to select from these titles. 
Really superior clerks who have established 
a reputation for knowing what is good can 
suggest to such seekers the titles the store 
wishes to sell more of. ‘The profits of a 
good local review, in itself, can easily be 
overrated; but not, perhaps, the talk that 
goes round afterward. 

Letters to the mailing list containing 
brief comment by persons well-known and 
liked in the community are effective. Most 
of these persons are willing to let their 
names be so used, and not infrequently take 
pride in it. Advertising material secured 
from the publisher is a further desirable 
content. Along the same line, a folio of 
reviews arranged alphabetically and by 
local editors, preachers, etc., furnishes the 
book shopper with a means of making up 
her mind, and the store a means of em- 
phasizing what is selling. The same idea 
can be repeated on a card in the window 
and in displays. And. the clerks, by re- 
peating what so-and-so said about this 
book, can further carry on the verbal tra- 
dition that makes sales. 

The stationery department has a city 
salesman whose business it is to sell cus- 
tomers who don’t frequent the store; quan- 
tities to firms, etc. This same principle ap- 
plied to books is one of the best means of 
advertising—and of securing sales. This 
salesman must visit, and sells texts to the 
study classes organized by the Y. W. and 
Y. M.oC. A.; the cooking class at one of 


the night schools ithe! xedl estate board for’ 
itsisclass in salesmanship..- He should sell ‘ 


to plants and firms the new books that 
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cover their business fields; books to man- 
agers for the clerks to study; books to col- 
lectors and libraries; to employers as gifts 
for their employees. His field is unlimited 
and he both advertises and reaps. 

Tho “nothing succeeds like success,” ad- 
vertising is an elixir that multiplies such 
success. The purpose of advertising is to 
attract public attention to some merchan- 
dise, and by repetition or authoritative per- 
suasion and argument, to sell the public on 
the advertised merchandise. In general, 
the more discussion a store can stir up 
about its books, whether by newspaper ads, 
displays, or what not, the more books it 
will sell.

Obituary 

Henry Hosgarr Vat, an old-time 
figure in the schoolbook field, died at 
his home in Woodstock, Vt., on Septem- 
ber 2nd. He was born at Pomfret, 
Vt., in 1839, and after graduation from 
Middlebury College, taught school in 
Michigan and Ohio. His first experi- 
ence in the publishing business was gained 
with Sargeant, Wilson, Hinkle & Co., 
of Cincinnati, publishers of educational 
books, and his entire career was devoted to 
the production of this type of book. He 
was admitted to partnership in 1874 with 
the successors of this firm, Wilson, Hinkle 
& Co., and remained a member of the firm 
that in turn succeeded this organization, 
Van Antwerp Bragg & Co., which was 
purchased by the American Book Company 
in 1890. In that year Mr. Vail moved to 
New York. From 1890 to 1907 he was a 
director and editor-in-chief of the Ameri- 
can Book Company, holding the rank of 
Vice President from 1907 until his retire- 
ment in 1911. Among his noteworthy 
achievements as a publisher and editor was 
his planning and direction of the prepara- 
tion in 1877 of Ray’s New Arithmetic, 
which attained an annual sale of 300,000.

Other scientific facts were stated of which 
succeeding generations were ignorant, for 
instance, that the moon itself gives no light, 
but reflects that of the sun like a mirror; 
that the earth is bigger than the moon, and 
the sun 165 times bigger still than the 
earth. The sun is so far away, wrote this 
savant more than 600 years ago, that a 
man could go more than forty miles a-day 
for 8,000 years before he reached it, and 
if Adam had set out on the day of creation 
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he would still have a thousand years jour- 
ney to perform. 


AN article in the Quarterly Review en- 
titled “Some ‘Truths about John 
Inglesant” has stirred literary circles in 
London. More than forty years ago 
J. H. Shorthouse leaped into fame by this 
historical romance, which a commendation 
by Gladstone helped to make one of the 
successes of the day. The book was eru- 
dite and popular. And now W. K. Flem- 
ing comes along and shows that much of 
“John Inglesant” consisted of verbatim 
liftings, extending sometimes to whole 
pages, from sixteenth and seventeenth cen- 
tury authors. It has been a matter of sur- 
prise that literary criticism in England had 
to wait nearly half a century for the ex- 
posure, for, while most of these un- 
acknowledged borrowings were from little 
known sources, some were taken from 
Hobbes’s “Leviathan,” Burton’s “Anatomy 
of Melancholy,” and Evelyn’s “Diary.” 


Ne&r very long ago, on the occasion of 

the publication of a biography of 
Stevenson, a critic remarked that the au- 
thor of “Treasure Island” was no longer 
read by children. In this connection, it is 
interesting to read an extract from a letter 
written by Mary Gould Davis, who. is 
connected with the circulation department 
of the New York Public Library: “Most 
emphatically, children do still read Steven- 
son! It is difficult to quote figures for 
you. As you probably know, we have 
forty-five branch libraries in the three 
boroughs, and we are buying Stevenson’s 
books constantly for them. It is safe to 
say that we buy hundreds of copies of his 
books every year. “Treasure Island’ is 
the most popular, with ‘Kidnapped’ and 
“The Black Arrow’ next. We are lucky 
enough to have in the children’s room here 
the original of Wyeth’s picture for ‘Kid- 
napped.’ Every little messenger boy who 
comes into the room knows the story. A 
year or so ago, Dwight Franklin lent us 
his model for “Treasure Island.’ Hun- 
dreds of boys and girls saw it, and very 
few of them failed to recognize, ‘Long 
John Silver’ and ‘Jim.’ I would like to 
meet the critic of yours:,, What a chorus 
he would get from the New York children 
if he said that to them.”
